Some foods are more easily digested 


than others. Meats as n class are more 
t'usily digested than vegetables, pro- 
vided the meats are not too fat, says a 
p-rlter In the Milwaukee Sentinel. Lean, 
tender beef is among the most easily 
digested of foods, as well as the most 
•satisfying:. 
Lamb, chicken and garno 


lire equally digestible. 
Veal is less 


easily digested than beef. Fresh meats 
lire, as a rule, more easily digested .than 
lutlt meats. 


Aii exception Is to be made here in 


the case of pork. Hani' and properly, 
cured bacon, ii' not too fat, are more 
easily digested than fresh pork. To 
properly digest fat fresh pork one 
needs both exercise and an abundaaice 
of oxygen. Nascent oxygen (ozone)yis 
belter still. 


Turkey is for sonic reason not so ea 


ily digested as chicken. The domestic 
duck and goose are difficult of diges- 
tion, chieliy, no doubt, because of the 
large amount of fat. For the same 
reahou lean tishes are more easily di- 
gested than fat lishcs. Bluefish. cod, 
bass and percl* are more easily digest- 
ed than any of the trout family, the 
mackerel or the whitens!!. 
Oysters 


are very easily digested. The same is 
true of other shellfish if properly pre- 
pared for the table. 


Uf the fats and oils those of vegeta- 


ble origin, as a rule, are more easily 
diuostcd than those of animal origin. 
To this rule butter is an exception. 
Kotlt butter and cream are among the 
most easily digested of the fats. 


All meats should be thoroughly cook- 


ed. Not only are they thus made the 
more easily digested, but thoroughly 
cooked meats are more hygienic, less 
liable to give disease.

Post. For pavements it is rapidly sup- 
planting all other materials, including 
brick and the natural article, and much 
of it is being utilized nowadays in the 
building of houses, newly discovered 
processes having so far Improved the 
product as to render it .actually more 
durable than real stone and in some 
cases quite as handsome. 


There are several patented processes 


for the manufacture ol sandstone, the 
raw materials employed being chiefly 
sand and lime in one shape or another. 
Granite is reproduced artificially by 
grinding ordinary granite to a powder, 
mixing it with clay and then subject- 
ing molded block >•• of it to the action of 
intense- heat. 


Imitation marble is obtained by mix- 


ing oxide of magnesium with chloride 
of magnesium, the former being ob- 
tained by burning the mineral called 
"mugnesUo" and the latter by treating 
the oxide with hydrochloric acid.

Artificial marble is also produced 


from ordinary plaster of paris harden- 
ed by an admixture of borax and cer- 
tain other ingredients and agreeably 
colored with mineral oxides. For this 
purpose the oxides of iron and copper 
are sometimes employed.
